Virginia area and it is anticipated that some participants 
will camp out in the Northern Virginia area. In view of 
these developments, Alexandria will remain alert for potential 
counterintelligence situations and keep the Bureau advised.

The building was, in fact, used for youth 
programs until approximately a year ago when the individual 
in charge of youth programs for the church was reassigned to 
another area. After that "hippies" moved in and the building 
has been used by various individuals since that time and is 
now the residence for the Americong. 

Alexandria will develop background information on 
and if he appears to be an upright citizen, Alexandria 
will submit a letter to the Bureau recommending he be 
interviewed to determine If he is cognizant of the purpose 
for which his building is now being used and further to 
determine if he would consider evicting the residents.
